tion, of many of our Religious Houſes is v 
| well known, either from the Charters of the 
Ps or from cotemporary Hiſtorians: but this is 

the Caſe chiefly of Monaſteries erected fince* the Con- 
queſt ; as to the older ones, we are more in the dark. 
Several of theſe, it is true, had ſhott Hiſtories of their 
F oundations, 'or did x produce forme Charters to ſhew a 
very great Antic wry: but, as" theſp" Hiſtories were 
be le. the W Perſons, who lived too late'to be 
proper Authorities in this Caſe; and, at the beſt, framed 
out of very uncettain Traditions; fo, as to the Char- 
ters, the Matter was {till worſe, and they are many of 
them evidently Forgeries, as learned Men have pfoved 
in thoſe of * Crowland and ſome other s. 

There hath not, that I know of, been produced, in 
Behalf of Weſtminſter, any Charter of its ſuppoſed firſt 
Founder; but it hath been pretended to be great 
Antiquity z and there are two Accounts of this Matter,

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both of which carry a very high Date. One is, That 


it was a Britiſb Foundation by King Lucius, about the 
Year of our Lord 184, and that the Church, ſo built 
here, was afterwards, in the Perſecution in Diocig efian's 
Time, taken from the Chriſtians" and turned into an 
Heithen Temple of Apollo. This is aſſerted by a Wri- 
ter in the Saxon or Old Engliſh Language, quoted by 
Jobn Flete, who wrote the Hiſtory of this Place about 


the Year 1443, and who himſelf follows the fame Opi- 


nion; as likewiſe by the Author of the Hiſtory aſcrib- 


ed to Jobn Brompton“.

The oldeſt" Hiſtorian concerning this Matter or, at 
leaſt, that hath come to my Knowledge, and whoſe 
Book is now in being; is Sulcardus, who, by the De- 
dication of his Work to Abbot Vitalis, cou not be 
later than the latter Part of the Conqueror's Reign; 
for Vitalis certainly died ſome time before that Prince. 
When I ſay, that Sulcardus is the oldeſt Authority 
for Nef minſter Abbey's' being founded in the Time of

is it likely, that Bede, Who was himſelf a Monk, and 
alſo had a very great Opinion of the Monaſtic State, 
eſteeming it as the higheſt Perfection of the Chriſtian 
Life; who «moreover. had ſeveral -* Materials for his 
Hiſtory - from Albinus Abbot of St. Auſtin's in Can 
terbury, and from Not belmus, afterward Archbiſhop. 
of Canterbury, but at that Time, a Preſbyter of Lon- 
den; and in particular, by what Perſons, and in what 
Princes Reigns, Chriſtianity was planted, as in other 
Kingdoms, ſo alſo in that of the Eaſt-Saxons ,, and 
who likewiſe hath mentioned the Founding of many, 
of our Monaſteries, and among the reſt thoſe of * Chert-. 
ea and Berkyng,, by Erkenwald Biſhop of London: I 
fay, is it likely, that Bede ſhould not know of Weſtmin- 
er, if in being in his Time, or not make mention of 
it, and when he had ſo fair an Occaſion too, if he 
knew of it? 

Farther, and to ſtrengthen this Objection, I add, 
that there are yet remaining in the Archives of the 
Church two old Charters, one of King Of the Mer- 
cian, in the Year 785, and the other of King Edgar, 
about the Year 960; and theſealſo have nothing concern- 
ing the Foundation of the Church by King Sebert, or 
in his Time: tho", as I conceive, -it would not have 
been improper, that the Thing ſhould have been men- 
tioned in them, had it been true in Fact: and it was 
thought ſo, as to the latter, by the Monks of Weftmin- 
fer; for they have foiſted into an old Tranſcript of 
King Edgar's Charter a Clauſe of the Dedication of the

With reſpect to the Time juſt after the Conqueſt; 
the Normans, we find, were too apt to make free with 
the Lands and Privileges of the Saxon Monaſteries, and 
moreover the Monks might be afraid of the Conque- 
ror ; for tho' he was crowyned here, and profeſſed the 
Higheſt Regard to the Memory of the Confeſſor, the 
late Founder, and tho' likewiſe he beſtowed in Ex- 
change upon this Place ſeveral Eſtates, and is praiſedby 
h Malmſbury for his Bounty to it, yet the Eſtates he 
took away were, I think, of equal Worth, or rather 
more valuable than thoſe he gave to it. Moreover, he 
was a Perſon arbitrary and violent enough in his Pro- 
ceedings, and not ſubject to be very ſcrupulous in the 
means he uſed for his Purpoſes: they might therefore i- 
magine, that the Belief of this Church's — ſo antient 
and conſecrated in ſo miraculous a manner might be 
a proper method to keep this Prince in a good mind

und the Monks of Hetminfter were not alone in fuck - 
Practices; it was a general Thing, and the Fault of the 
Times: and it is ſaid in mitigation of it, that the N 
man , Conquerors made it as it were nepeffaryi by diſt 
regarding the old Saxvn Charters of Lands and Priv. 
leges, and reducing the Monks to the hard Condition or 
either loſing what belonged to them, or defendiug it by 
forged Inſtruments in Latin. But when Perſons give 
themſelves Leave to defend even a good Title by undue 
means, they ſeldom know where to ſtop, and the Suc- 
ceſs at firſt emboldens them to enlarge beyond all Rea- 
ſon. And tho' I do not think, that in this Practice the 
whole was Fiction and Invention, they only added what 
they imagined would more eſpecially ſerve their Pur- 
poſe; yet by this means they have deſtroyed the Cer- 
tainty of Hiſtory, and left thoſe who come after them 
no better Help, in ſeparating the Truth from Fables, than 
Conjecture and not altogether improbable Suppoſition, 

The Sum of what I have been advancing is this: 
That the Account, that Weſtminſter Abbey was firſt 
built either by King Sebert, or by any Perſon in his 
Time, hath no manner of Support from ſuch ear- 
ly Authorities, as it was proper enough it ſhould 
have been mentioned by, had it been really true ; 
and that the only plauſible Reaſon for ſuch Account 
is grounded on a miſtake : That the firſt Authors, 
now known to have delivered this Account, lived too 
late to be allowed as competent Vouchers in this 
Caſe, viz. at the leaſt 450 Years after the Time aſ- 
ſigned, and that they do not agree among themſelves 
as tothe Perſon of the Founder: That likewiſe there 
were ſtrong Reaſons both from Intereſt and the Pra-
